Unit  to  be  Wing 
Of  Student 
Union  Building 

Drafting  of  plans  for  a $300,000 
bookstore  building  on  Brigham 
Young  University  campus  has 
been  approved,  it  was  announced 
today  by  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson. 

Blueprints  were  commenced 
this  week  by  architect  Fred  L. 
Markham  following  final  alloca- 
tion of  priorities  to  university  de- 
partments by  the  administration. 
Rapid  growth  of  the  studentbody 
and  faculty  is  requiring  art  over- 
all study  of  space  use. 

The  new  building  is  con- 
templated as  a wing  of  a Stu: 
dent  Union  bldg.,  which  long 
has  l»een  in  the  master  plan 
of  the  university,  but  which 
is  not  included  in  the  current 
building  program. 

Location  of  the  bookstore  is 
contingent  upon  a decision  for  the 
site  of  t.he  future  Student  Union. 
Originally  the  Union  was  plan- 
ned for  the  hillside  directly  south 
of  the  Joseph  Smith  bldg.  How- 
ever, since  the  center  of  campus 
activity  is  moving  northward  and 
eastward  toward  the  new  Science 
building,  the  long-range  projec- 
tion map  of  the  campus  may 
have  to  be  revised. 

Enlarged  Student  Supply 

According  to  tentative  plans, 
the  new  structure  will  house  an 
enlarged  student  supply  store, 
soda  fountain  and  snack  bar,  the 
Extension  Division  including  the 
Audio-Visual  Aids  dept.,  student 
offices,  student  coordinator’s  of- 
fice, some  space  for  student  or- 
ganizations and  files,  committee 
rooms  and  reception  center,  post 
office  and  housing  office. 

Architect  Markham  said  that 
although  it  is  contemplated  as  a 
wjng  of  a future  building  it  will 
possess  beauty  and  utility  in  its 
own  right.  Floor  space  will  total 
about  30,000  square  fpet  in  a base- 
ment and  first  floor.  In  design  it 
will  harmonize  with  the  more  re- 
cent buildings  on  the  campus — 
Joseph  Smith  building,  Science 
building  and  Fieldhouse  with  a 
facing  of  blond  Brick  and  white 
stone. 

Floor  Plans  Considered 
Two  floor  plans  are  still  under 
consideration,  the  architect  said. 
One  is  in  an  “L”  shape  with  one 
wing  180  feet  long  and  the  other 
120  feet.  If  a rectangular  design 
is  chQsen  the  size  would  be  56  by 
240  feet. 

The  present  bookstore  bldg,  will 
be  reconverted  for  uses  which  are 
still  indefinite.

A student  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  was  sitting  in 
class  working  a crossword  puz- 
zle when  a professor  called  on 
him  to  answer  a question.

“Well”  replied  the  student, 
“there  doesn’t  seem  to  be  any 
concensus  of  opinion.” 
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Social  units  may  be  on  their 
way  out! 

I take  it  upon  myself,  exclusive 
of  the  UNIVERSE,  studentbqdy 
officers  or  administration,  to 
humbly  predict  an  end  to  social 
organizations  as  they  currently 
exist. 

Some  obvious  questions  need 
to  be  asked: 

Why  is  there  almost  universal 
prejudice  against  a certain  large 
unit? 

Why  is  there  unrest  in  certain 
groups  because  of  the  new  mora- 
torium limiting  membership? 

Why  are  certain  units  rumored 
to  be  rushing  under  cover?

I have  no  particular  disposition 
to  take  sides  in  any  of  these  glar- 
in  controversies,  but  I do  believe 
that  there  is  a serious  breach  of 
social  ethics  at  BYU  which  threat- 
en certain  fundamental  rights  of 
others. 

President  Stephen  L Richards, 
in  his  inauguration  charge  to 
President  Wilkinson,  said  that  he 
does  not  have  complete  assurance 
that  the  tradition  of  democratic 
social  units  at  BYU  “which  I 


speak  of  with  some  little  hesita- 
tion,” . . . “may  not  be  -followed 
with  some  breach  in  its  observ- 
ance.” 

In  answering  the  charge,  the 
President  replied,  “We  hope  that 
through  democratic  processes  we 
can  eliminate  any  social  snobbish- 
ness that  may  come  from  these 
units  and  still  preserve  their  vir- 
tues. If  not  the  social  units  will 
have  to  go.  . 

Rather  than  to  be  called  up  to 
give  reasons,  evidence  and  other 
pertinent  data,  I will  risk  the 
opinion  merely  upon  conjecture 
that  the  honeymoon  within  the 
social  structure  of  BYU  is  about 
over,  and  that  sooner  or  later  the 
very  questionable  tactics  of  some 
of  the  groups  will  be  called  into 
account. 

There  have  always  been  per- 
sistent threats  that  such  action 
would  send  the  units  under- 
ground; but  on  the  other  hand,  I 
believe  their  memberships  would 
be  absorbed  by  the  geographicals, 
departmentals,  honorary,  religi- 
ous and  service  units. 

I guess  this  sounds  like  a blow. 

Maybe  I’m  wrong. 

Anyway  ,the  units  would  do 
well  to  adhere  to  complete  Chris- 
tian principles  of  brotherhood, 
mutual  love  and  anti-discrimina- 
tory policies.  Otherwise,  they 
may  find  themselves  dissolved!

First  proposal  sug- 
gested the  classification  of  stu- 
dents seeking  loans  into  one  of 
three  groups:  those  over  21,  who 
may  receive  a loan  on  their  per- 
sonal signature;  those  under  21, 
who  wish  to  put  up  sufficient  se- 
curity to  cover  the  loan;  apd 
those  unwilling  to  put  up  securi- 
ty, who  may  receive  a loan  on 
their  own  and  their  parents’  sig- 
natures. 

Subsequent  proposals  included: 

1.  That  the  school  attorney 
draft  new  notes  to  be  used  with 
each  category  of  students,  .which 
will  allow  for  the  sale  of  property 
left  as  security  by  those  in  group 
two  if  it  becomes  forfeit. 

2.  That  the  maximum  limit  of, 
35  dollars  per  loan  be  removed, 
and  that  the  limit  be  determined 
by  those  responsible  for  fund  ad-  j 
ministration. 

3.  That  the  interest  rate  be 
changed  from  eight  per  cent  per 
annum  to  one-half  per  cent  perj 
month. 

4.  That  a three-person  commit- 
tee be  established  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  loan  fund  policy 
and  of  hearing  complaints  that 
might  arise.  Recommendations 
included  that  one  of  the  commit- 
tee be  a student. 

5.  That  action  oe  taken  im- 
mediately. 


cellent  cooperation”  was  received 
from  Dean  Antone  K.  Romney, 
Keifer  B.  Sauls,  Clyde  D.  Sand- 
gren  and  Joics  Stone  in  compila- 
tion of  proposals. 

In  making  the  recommenda-

He’s  On  Our  Side 

by  Ted  Johnson — 

“Why  doesn’t  the  Y have  a ski  team  or  a swimming  team?” 
This  question  is  in  the  minds  of  quite  a few  students.  Not  knowing 
the  answer  myself,  I talked  with  Eddie  Kimball,  athletic  director 
for  the  school,  and  had  this  and  several  other  questions  answered 
for  me. 

In  the  first  place,  how  many  students  on  campus  would  directly 
benefit  from  a ski  team  ? How  much  participation  would  such  a pro- 
gram draw?  It  looks  to  me  that  the  answers  to  both  of  these  is' 
very  simple — darned  few. 

Secondly,  how  much  benefit  would  it  yield  in  comparison  to 
the  cost  of  participating  in  the  activity?  I’m  still  talking  about  the 
ski  team  deal.  Contrary  to  popular  opinion,  college  athletic  pro- 
grams are  not  self-supporting.  In  plain  talk,  they  do  not  make 
enough  money  to  pay  their  expenses  of  equipment,  coaches,  travel, 
guarantees  and  other  items.  Each  year  the  athletic  department  sets 
up  a budget  and  a good  percentage  of  the  where-with-all  that  they 
need  each  year  comes  from  the  studentbody  funds  or  the  adminis- 
tration. 

Basketball  and  football,  the  two  largest  gate-receipt  sports, 
don’t  even  come  close  to  providing  the  necessary  funds  for  the 
athletic  program.  ..If  swimming  and  skiing  teams  were  intro- 
duced here,  that  would  be  art  added  draw  on  the  studentbody 
funds,  hence  a 'higher  cost  to  the  student. 

Look  at  the>  support  given  to  the  spring  sports  which  we  now 
have.  Baseball  draws  the  largest  number  and  track  nabs  a sizeable 
amount  of  participants.  Tennis  has  a few  (less  than  thirty),  and 
golf  has  much  less  than  that.  These  activities  provide  participation 
for  a good  number  of  athletes  without  being  much  of  a financial 
burden.  The  spectator  support  for  these  sports  is  next  to  nothing. 

As  things  now  stand,  I can’t  see  the  benefit  in  providing  for  a 
sport  that  is  quite  a financial  draw-back  and  only  affects  a small 
number  of  students. 

Don’t  get  me  wrong.  I’d  like  to  see  the  Y 
colors  participating  in  every  competitive  sport 
known.  There  is  no  one  on  this  campus  that 
would  enjoy  a swimming  pool  more  than  I would. 
Yet,  let’s  not  try  to  get  the  whole  meal  down  in 
one  bite.  There  are  many  additions  and  improve- 
ments which  could  be  made  on  the  Y campus  that 
would  be  of  more  benefit  than  a swimming  pool, 
at  the  present  time.  We  very  probably  will  not 
be  in  school  to  enjoy  a swimming  pool,  but  look 
at  it  this  way:  students  of  five  years  ago  didn’t 
have  the  Physical  Science  bldg,  or  the  fieldhouse. 

On  the  Utah  football  schedule  problem.  I was 
rather  disturbed  to  learn  that  the  Ute-Cougar 
clash  will  be  held  in  Salt  Lake  again  next  year.  I wanted  to  know- 
why,  and  here  is  what  Director  Kimball  told  me. 

As  all  Y fans  know,  the  Cougars  would,  benefit  from  a 
change  tliat  would  match  the  Y and  the  U later  in  the  season  ^ 
to  allow  the  team  to  be  better  prepared  for  the  clash.  It  also 
seems  that  after  the  Y is  defeated  by  the  U,  which  is  usually 
the  case,  the  attendance  at  the  home  games  falls  off. 

Fans  seem  to  think  that  when  the  U has  beaten  the  Cougars, 
that  is  all  for  the  Cats  until  another  year.  Also,  a chance  to  play 
the  Utes  on  Thanksgiving  Day  every  second  year  in  the  Ute  stadium 
woul  dbe  a big  shot  in  the  arm  for  the  Y.  This  game  is  always 
a well-attended  affair,  and  usually  well  played,  since  both  clubs  have 
a chance  to  play  a few  games  during  the  season  before  going  into 
a holiday  game. 

In  order  to  get  the  chance  to  play  in  the  Thanksgiving  games 
at  the  U and  to  get  the  Utah  game  later  in  the  season,  the  athletic 
board  decided  to  play  this  next  game  in  the  Ute  capital  and  thereby 
gain  the  advantages  desired.  Students  will  be  allowed  to  see  the  U 
game  next  year  by  showing  their  activity  card,  just  as  if  it  were 
played  in  Provo.  This  was  decided  by  the  athletic  council  and  the 
coaches. 

I hardly  think  that  a decision  made  by  such  a group  would  be 
harmful  to  BYU.  I’m  convinced  that  all  of  these  men  are  out  to 
do  all  they  can  for  BYU  and  far  be  it  from  me  to  find  fault  with 
decisions  which  will  benefit  the  Y in  the  long  run.

Guatemala  Student  of  U.  S. 


(Editor’s  note:  This  is  the 
first  in  a series  of  articles 
by  foreign  students  on  their 
first  impressions  after  arriv- 
ing in  the  United  States.) 
Saturday  morning,  at  10 
o’clock,  I believe,  the  telephone 
rang  and  somebody  asked  for  the 
girl  from  Guatemala.  As  I was 
still  in  bed,  because,  naturally, 
it  was  a weekend,  I rose  up  in  a

hurry  and  went  to  pay  attention 
to  the  person  who  was  interested 
in  talking  with  me.  It  was  no- 
body but  the  Tuesday  Editor  of 
the  B Y UNIVERSE,  my  lovely 
room-mate.  As  soon  as  I ans- 
wered her  I understood  that  she 
wanted  me  to  write  a little  story 
about  my  first  impressions  when 
I arrived  in  the  United  States. 

It  is  really  a great  pleasure 
for  me  to  have  this  opportunity 
to  say  something  about  it,  and  I 
should  like  to  do  it  all  right,  but 
my  poor  English  doesn’t  permit 
me  to  write  it  as  I want;  never- 
theless, I’ll  try  with  the  hope  that 
everybody  who  reads  it  will  not 
notice  many  mistakes,  and  in 
case  that  they  will,  please  I need 
your  cooperation. 

A Dream  Come  True 

In  one  of  the  nicest  days  of  the 
month  of  August  1951,  I aban- 
doned the  beautiful  city  of  Mexi- 
co and  took  my  plane  to  Browns- 
ville, Texas,  which  was  the  first 
place  that  I was  in  the  U.  S. 
As  everybody  does,  I always 
dreamed  to  come  to  North  Ameri- 
ca o.ne  day.  My  wish  used  to 
grow  more  and  more  and  when 
that  day  came,  I felt  so  happy 
that  for  a moment  I thought  that 
I was  still  dreaming.  But  it  was 
a reality.  That  is  why,  when  the 
plane  was  descending  in  Browns- 
ville, I started  to  cry,  but  I cried 
of  happiness  and  sadness  at  the 
same  time.  It  came  to  my  mind 
that  I was  alone,  completely 
alone,  in  a strange  land,  without 
knowing  too  much  English,  be- 
tween different  people,  charac- 
ters, and  customs;  with  my  coun- 
try in  my  mind  each  moment; 


and  with  the  great  wish  to  go 
ahead. 

A short  time  later  I took 
the  bus,  and  after  a few  days 
I reached  the  little  town  of  Provo. 
It  seemed  to  me  that  I was  feel- 
ing different.  I found  it  clean, 
pretty,  quiet,  the  sun  shining; 
lovely  people  and  beautiful  every- 
thing. I was  anxious  for  classes 
to  start;  and  soon  they  were 
opened.  I became  acquainted  with 
many  girls  and  boys.  Some  of 
them,  with  the  custom  of  curiosi- 
ty, asked  me  something  about 
Guatemala.  Some  questions  were 
O.K.,  but  others  were  without 
common  sense;  at  the  beginning 
they  made  me  mad,  but  I did  not 
want  to  be  angry,  on  the  con- 
trary, I had  been  very  interested 
in  teaching  something  about  Cen- 
tral America.  I left  them  with 
an  interrogation,  but  not  because 
I wished  so,  but  because  I was 
not  able  to  speak  English  well. 

Many  Different  Experiences 

I hope  they  understood  me  and 
forgave  me,  too.  In  those  first 
days,  in  certain  moments,  I had 
an  inferiority,  complex;  but  as  I 
never  before  had  suffered  of  such 
sickness,  I tried  to  forget  it  and 
started  to  think  that  I am  in  a 
state,  in  a school  in  which  people 
are  one  of  the  most  well  educated 
in  the  whole  U.  S.,  and  of  course, 
this  is  the  reason  why  I am  get 
ting  along  O.K.  up  to  the  present. 

I love  the  U.  S.  and  its  people, 
I love  Utah,  I love  B Y U,  but  my 
wish  for  coming  back  to  my 
dearest  country  is  great.  I miss  it 
every  day  and  when  I am  down 
there  again,  I am  sure  that  I’ll 
remember  the  U.  S.  with  love, 
with  gratitude,  and  with  affec- 
tion. 

I may  add  too,  that  my  resi- 
dence here,  will  be  for  many  rea- 
sons, the  greatest  experience  in 
the  rest  of  my  life.
